Teachers have a of satedaction be- 
cause they render an important service to the 
home, to the xhool, and to the community, 
while tramimg youthlul citizens to preserve a 
normal, happy hie 

After we had conmdered three methods by 
which salety may be taught, that is, by m- 
tegration with other subjects, by formal le» 
sons given during stated periods of by inci 
dental emphases, we decided that integration 
was the most effective method because safety 
may so casily be integrated with almost every 
subject in the curriculum. 

The integration method was chosen a) > 
upon the bass that many hidden factors m 
the child cause accidents. Formal traimng 
and mcdental teachme are not cflective 
mm weeding out these negative hidder forces. 
But even for those children who do not pos- 
ms negative factors, the method is just as 
effective. 

In ths world of unthinking forces, the 
child has only he intelligence to depend upon

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for safe conduct and security. Anmmalk have 
developed physcal adaptations for protection 
and defense; not so humans. We have neither 
protective coloration nor great speed for de- 
mechaneenm.

There- 
fore, the child should be taught to apply he 
mental ability to his craving for excitement 
and he love for adventure 


In the crowded urban areas, dangers arm 
img from an era of power-driven speeding 
machinery require a new kind of alertness 
to danger. The & but one of the many 
phases of safety knowledge that young persons 
must acquire if they are to become masters, 
rather than victuma, of certam cements. 


Scidom docs occur to us that emotional 
conflicts may be respomuble for repeated ac- 
cdents. Often, a placid, peace-loving, docile 
child has one accident after another. Yet, 
on the surface, there & no evidence of emo- 
uenal dwturhance. Many times, a child's 
reentment of authornty produces evasivenes 
which results in an unfortunate propensity 
lhe desire to eM ape one conflict results m 
another. Agam, # w found that an accident 
may have been carefully worked out by the 
child to attract the attention he craves. 

We feel that if America places children on 
her pedestal of important things, then we, 
as teachers, should sce to tt that children are 
kept safe from unnecessary harm. Safety con- 
«<tousness makes life ncher, more significant, 
more socially mature It points out to the 
child a special work for him to do. It entitles 
hum to the oght to make the community a 
safe place in which to live. Is this right not 
prompted by the fifth commandment of God? 
God gives us the right to tape, as well as 
“hberty and the pursuit of happines.”

These of us who teach driver education 
are im somewhat the same postion a 
Groucho —we talk about the driver's attitude 
but we have never opened one up to see what 
is inside, We seem to be in rather general 
agreement that a primary objective of the

D. RING the hustle and bustle of 
mas shopping in Utica, New York, the Boy 
Scouts of the U pper Mohawk council added 
a new tweet to thew traditional deed 
of helping people across the street. They went 
a step further. They actually controlled the 
pedestrian cromung the street they told hum 
when he could or could not crom. Thas safety 
program reduced the number of pedestran 
acodents durme the critxal ume of vear 
from |/, two vears ago. to none, today 

Starting about two weeks before 
«x<outs from the Upper Mohawk council 
Ltica and the surrounding man the 
crom walks at the bueest downtown utersec- 
tom im much the same manner as a grade- 
cromang guard on the raidroad 


Equipped with long white rods tipped with 
a red flag, these outs prevent the bundic- 
laden shoppers from stepping off the curb 
until traffic has been halted. Only when the 
flow of automotules has stopped and the cros- 
walk » clear do they allow the shoppers to 
cross 

Four scouts usually man an intersection. 
one on cach cormer. As the hehts turn red 
against the pedestrians, the «out lowers he 
“wate acrom the crosswalk. the flow 
of people. As the heht changes again he 
moves around the corner, stopping the people 
who have been cromeng un the other direction 

The bows sand duty im half-hour shifts, 
5:00 to 9:00 on weekdays and from 10:0 to 
30 on Saturdays. During the «aeon more 
than 250 Bow Scouts participate im the pro- 
gram. They are all volunteers from the 26 
units of the Upper Mohawk council

Often the executive committee of the 
mentary School section questions some por- 
traval from the safety standpomt and the 
specific question will be referred to the Poster 
committee.

For example, the 
poster for May, 1952 (which incidentally we 
think is pretty cute) originally had the slogan 
“Enjoy the sun; Not the sunburn.” The 
dogan, written originally by the staff repre- 
sniative was approved nght down to the 
Poster committee. The Poster committer sug- 
gested that a stronger slogan would be “Enjoy 
the sun: Avoid sunburn.” The suggested 
change was submitted to the executive com. 
ruittee who okaved the use of the word “avoid” 
in an clementary school poster and agreed 
with the Poster committee that the slogan 
was improved 


The poster sketches and the suggestions for 
lemon unite are then turned over to the au 
ther, Helen Halter Lone. She writes the 
prebminary lewon units. These are then tned 
out under Dr. Lone’s direction by teachers m 
the appropriate grades and, when necemary, 
revised of rewritten to suit pupils’ neecks

It w the story of how a group of seventh 
grade children stumulated a whole school and 
community into action. It tell how children, 
teachers, and community people expenenced 
the satiefaction of working together. The story 
ake shows some results of teacher cusdance. 
as teachers learned more about the purposes, 
needs, interests, and abalitics of thew pupebs 

Our xhool was m a low, flat ection. Be- 
cause the spring raim had been unusually 
heavy, the echool were covered with 
mud and puddles. The dramage ditches were 
uncovered and overflowing. Old nail-studded 
boards, broken bricks, and other debris served 
as stepping stones. Playground equipment 
was dangrrou: because of lack of repair 
There was no place suitable or sale for di 
rected outdoor activity and play In order 
to provide a play plac rr. we had to do some 
thing about the grounds. We were bringing 
mud mto the rooms on our feet » that the 
building was never clean. The teachers felt 
that the problem needed prompt attention 

Our seventh gerade teacher and her cas 
had been particularly interested in doing 
something about the school grounds. A part 
of ther work as a civic club had been to 
develop an awareness of undesrable sttuations 
and make some plans for umproving them 

As they dwcused the problem of improv- 
ing the grounds, many questions came up 
for conmmderation, such as How shall we 
begin to improve our grounds’ What is it 
that we need to do’ How soon can we begm’ 
What shall we do first’ Whom shall we ask 
for help’ 

This seventh grade decided to bring the 
problem before the school councal

In the meantime, the group decided that 
the xhool would be working on the things 
that pupile and teachers could do. Lach 
teacher, and her pupil representative, chose 
a task for their group. After these chowes 
were recorded, the teachers placed on their 
bulletin boards copies of the problems listed 
and asugned, so that each group would know 
its definite part 

The teachers and pupil of the various 
rooms continued to discuss posbilities and 
to plan activities for their groups. As cach 
claw saw the whole problem, u was able to 
agree on what contribution « could make. 
As a result of teachers and pupils thinking 
together, various committees were set up for

The History of the Bicycle 


Did you know that the first bicycle was called 
a hobby horse’ It was invented by Baron Drars 
of Mannheim. Germany in 1816 It included a 
waddic, two wheels and a handle bar It was also 
alled a “walk along.” because seated on the aad 
die, a person could push himself along with hes 
feet touching the ground faster than he could 
walk 


The next development in the bicycle was the 
wmiroduction of foot pedals and cranks, between 
the wears 1840 and 1860 This model bicwcle was 
called the boneshaker lt had a larger wheel m 
front and won tires One can wmagme how it 
got its name when one realizes that these iron tires 
were ridden on cobblestone streets’ 


About 1870 a new type becycle was manul actured 
which had a large front wheel and 4 small rear 
ome. Since the rider had to sit up high sch 
a beewle was not conducive to safe mding

werheating, powon ivy, etc. 

Qider children. as well as adults, can be 
of use in setting good examples to younger 
oncs in neighborhood play. They can be 
emouraged to give courteous and comuderate 
help to the pres hooal child to whom the street 
always a temptation. A_ neighborhood 
safety meeting sponsored by interested parents 
ot older children can be of great value to 
the younger ones. The importance of showing 
-ounger children rather than just telling them 
cannot be overemphasized. 

All school children are acquainted with the 
rules of safe beewcle riding. Reminders, how- 
ever, can be very helpful. 


On farmuly tps children can be given 
specific jobs which wall encourage thew sense 
of safety, for example: responsbility for first-

Since getting on the patrol, safety 
became the most important thing in his life 
Even at lunch time, there was no rest for 
the sponsor Mike would burst into the room, 
“You know Mary, Mary from the fourth 
gradc, well, she cromed the street right now 
in the middie of the block. Want me to bring 
her in” The sponsor, with an cye on lunch 
and veewaliing the frantic chase between 
Mary and Mike, said. “Not now, Mike. 
but remember to bring her in after lunch.” 
Mike retired, bitterly disappointed; he would 
have lowed to be present when Mary would 
get punshed 

Robert was a timid boy whom the sponsor 
asked to join the patrol But he was a failure. 
for Robert.-younger than the big boys 
sender and thin, could not sand the nbbing 
of the others. The sponsor tried to prevent 
trouble between him and the others, but 
finally Robert sadly handed in hw belt, saving 
that he had a cold and could nat aay out- 
side. Both felt very sad at the failure 


Undertanding of and conmderation for 
others, knowledge of how to apply authority 
without bemge tyrannical, a sense of respons- 
tility for one's job, and deure for perfection 
are taught m patrol meetings, which, in our 
«xheool, are held once of twice a week with 
the sponser. After the patrol pledge, the roll 
call, the reading of the minutes of the last 
meeting, those problems that have bothered 
patrol members, ther captain and the sponser 
are the business of the day 

One patrol member tells about a man who 
parks he car s close to the cromewalk that the 
patrol member cant see traflc without step- 
ping into the street. Another feels that there 
an alleyway which needs patrol mentber, 
because children run across it without looking 
to see if cars or trucks are coming. The spon- 
sor has to help solve cach problem’ His 
answer must be definite, firm and authori- 
tative. 

Sometimes, the patrol meeting includes 
trup to the pnacipal, to discus a special prot» 
lem.
